1. Apply pour felf particularly to each. of them, and 
eramine Whether they can fay the Creed, the Lord's- 
Prayer, And the Ten Commandments, and are {ſo 
well Jnſtructed in the Church-Catechiſm, rhat tizey 
are noW fit to be Confirmed, And if you ind any 
that are not, J need not tell you what {b::gations 
lie upon you, to do all you can to fit them, if noi 
againſt this, at leaſt againſt the nert opporiunity 
they map have of being Confirmed, 


mT. Pou are to bzing o2 ſend in Waiting, With your hand 
Dublcribed thereunto, the Names of all ſuch as you 


think fit to be pzeſented tome, m o2dcr -to- their being 
_"Confirined, if I all appzove of them. 


IV. Wzing none under the Age of Twciv? Pears, cx- 
cept you find that rhey have attained to m2cacer 
knowledge in the Puznciples of the Chaiſtian Re!t- 
gion, than is uſual at that Age, 


V. All that come, ſhould have every one a God-father 
02 God-mother, as a Witneſs of the:r Confirmation, 


VI. Keep the Names of all thole who are Confirmed 
always by you, that you may afterwards put them 
in mind of what they then P2zomiſed; and likewiſe 
prepare them, as ſoon as may be, to receive the Sa- 
czament of the Lozds-Supper. 


VII. The Lo2d's-Day befoze Confirmation, J deſire 

you to Read this following Erhoztation, not only 
m Engliſh, but allo in the Brittiſh Tongue, where 
that is better underſfood : And for that purpoſe you 
may do Well to Tranſlate it befoze-hand ito that 
Language, that ſo you may Read it the moze readily. 
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The EXHORTATION, to be Read the Sunday before 
Confirmation, 19zmediately after the Nicene Creed. 


BRETHREN, 


OU are deſired to take notice, that on 
nexr, 1n Church 
after Prayer, the Biſhop will. be 
ready, by Gods Aſliftance, to Confirm thole of this Pariſh 
who ſhall be rightly diſpoled and fitted for it. 
Which therefore, that you who have not been yet Con- 


firmed, may be, ſo as to receive the Benefit of it, you 


muſt firſt call to mind the ſolemn Vow and Promiſe 
which you made, when you were by Baptiſm admitted 
into the Church of Chriſt, and ſo made Members of his 
Body, the Children of God, and Inheritors of the King- 
dom of Heaven, according to the Promiſes which God 
hath made to you in Jeſus Chris. 

You then promiſed on your part, that you would re- 
nounce the Devil and al his Works, conftantiy be- 
lieve God's Holy Word, and obediently keep his Com- 
mandments. This Promiſe you then made by your God- 
fathers and Godmothers, who did it in your Name, till 


you ſhould come of Age to take it upon your elves. 
And now that it hath pleaſed God to continue your Life 
ſo long, that you are come to Years of diſcretion, you 
ought accordingly, to take the {aid Promiſe upon your 
ſelves, and with your own Mouth and Conſent openly 
before the Church, Ratify and Confirm the ſame, and allo 
Promiſe, that, by the Grace of God, (without which you 
can do nothing) you will endeavour your {elves faithfully 
to obſerve ſuch Things as you, by your own Confeſlion, 
have Afented to. Without which you have no ground to 
expect that God ſhould perform his Promile to you. 
When you have thus in your own Perſons renewed the 
Promiſe that was made in your Name, at your Baptiſm, 
after a ſhort Prayer, that God would ſtrengthen and ena- 
ble you to keep your Word with him, the Biſhop, after 
the example of the Holy Apoſtles, lays his Hand upon 
each of your Heads, ETTiLyang you thereby of God's Fa- 
vour and gracious Goodnels, 1n giving you the manifold 
Gifts and Oraces of his Spirit ; and Prays at the ſame 
that he would defend you with his Heavenly Grace, that 
ye may continue his for ever, and daily increaſe in his 
Holy Spirit more and more, till you come to his Ever- 
laſting Kingdom.

When all are Confirmed, as the High-Prieſt under the 
Law, by God's own Appointment, Blefled the People in 
his Name, {o the Biſhop diſmifleth you with the Bleſling 
of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghoſt, one God Blefled for Ever. 


Theſe things were thought neceſſary to be laid before 
you at this time, that you may underſtand the nature 
and deſign, and likewiſe the great uſe of Confirmation, 
where it may be had, and how much 1t concerns you to 
prepare your ſelves for it, that you may grow 1n Grace, 
and in the Knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt. But that it may have its due effect upon you, 
you muſt always keep in remembrance the Promiſe you 
then made to God; and ſtrive all you can to beheve 
and live for the future, as becometh his Servants and his 
Children. 

And for that purpoſe, you muſt live with a conſtant 
Faith and Truſt in God, that he, according to his Word, 
will hear the Prayers and grant the Petitions that 
were then put up for you 1n the Name of Chrzſft, and 
for his fake, will accordingly be graciouſly pleaſed to 
o1ve and continue his Holy Spirit to you, to direct and 
aſlifſt you through the whole courle of your lives, that 
you may be able to withſtand the Temptations of the 
World, the Fleſh, and the Devil, and do all {ſuch good 
Works as God hath prepared for you to walk in: That his 
Grace may be always 1uthcient for you, and his ſtrength 
made perfect in your weakneſs: That his power may 
reſt continually upon you, and his Bleſſing upon what- 
{oever you have, or do. That ſo you may ſhine as Lights 
while you are 1n this World ; and when you go out of it, 
may be numbred with the Saints in Glory Everlaſting. 


Which God of his imfinite Mercy grant you all may, 
through Jelus Chriſt our Lord. 
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
